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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the Applicant's submission that Green 
fails to disclose or suggest the copying of old data prior to execution of each write command, the Applicant argued that Green does not 
capture all the write commands directed to the storage system (see page 4, paragraph 4). However, the Applicant's claimed invention 
does not "capture all the write commands", it merely intercepts write commands, but not necessarily "all the write commands". The 
Examiner cited figure 3 and paragraphs [0066]-[0068] in the final Office action, which only described the Write to Volume Commands from 
Time 1 to Time 1 1 in figure 3, and it is clear that during this time period, there is only one write command to a particular address of the 
volume between two snapshots, and each record of the old data overwritten in response to a write command is timestamped. 
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
